RESPONSE 

This is in response to the Office Action dated September 23, 2005 for the above- 
identified application. 

REMARKS 

Claims 1-8 are pending. Claims 1-8 are rejected. 

Rejection under 35 USC HI 03^1 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
combined teachings of Daly et al (US 6,017,849) and Sisler (US 6,65,549). Daly teaches 
substituted cyclopropene compounds with up to four different R groups which may be 
further substituted and Sisler teaches extensive substitution on the cyclopropene core. 

Daly, in fact, teaches only a limited substitution pattern on the cyclopropene ring. 
Substituents are from one to four of hydrogen, C|-C alky, hydroxy, halogen, Ci-C 4 
alkoxy, amino, and carboxy. No substituent group with greater than four atoms is 
disclosed or taught and the identity of the allowed groups is severely limited. Only one 
compound is exemplified, 1-methylcyc.lopropene. Daly teaches that the most preferable 
number of substituents is one (col. 9, lines 35-36) and the most preferable substituents are 
small groups (hydrogen, halogen, amino, carboxy), especially methyl. 
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
